Action is provided below. Please note that JP 10-154952 mentioned in the Office Action was 
cited to the PTO in an IDS filed on November 20, 2006, and JP 06-351023 mentioned in the 
Office Action was cited to the PTO in an IDS filed on September 18, 2006, and thus copies of 
those references are not being submitted herewith. 

"Reference 1 discloses an adaptive array radio communication apparatus having a 
plurality of antennas, and based on the amplitude and phase of signals of a plurality of 
streams received at each of the plurality of antennas, estimating a correlation value between 
signals of said plurality of streams, and selecting a combination of antennas to reduce the 
correlation value. 

As disclosed in Fig. 8 of Reference 2, a movable antenna that can have the angle 
altered is well known. 

The invention of Reference 1 is directed to altering the correlation value between 
reception signals by selecting a combination of antennas from a plurality of antennas. 

Providing a display to display the reception quality [is described in] Reference 3.
